There were no soles in his shoes. 
His room rent was unpaid. 
Stern’s death, apparently caused 
by illuminating gas poisoning and 
strangulation, blasted police hopes 
that his apprehension would start 
them on the road to the solution 
of the tavern massacre in which 
Schultz and three henchmen were 
mortally 
wounded 
Wednesday 
night. 
Hunted 
since

Schultz gang began, Stern took 
whatever lie knew with 
him 
in 
death. 
He did leave a scrawled 
pencil note, hut all it contained 
was a farewell to a girl he un­ 
dressed as “ Darling.”

Hull tonight reaffirmed its stand 
of independent neutrality toward 
tho Italo-Ethiopian M a r .

pressed “ sympathetic interest” in 
efforts by others to bring a halt to 
armed conflict. 
In a formal communication to 
tho League of Nations, the secre­ 
tary of state gave this reply to an 
invitation to comment upon 
tho 
program of sanctions against Italy 
and to outline steps taken by this 
government. 
Carefully, 
Hull refrained from 
making any direct committments 
on the league’s efforts to halt the 
African conflict through economic 
pressure. 
Adverse to W a r 
In substance, the American re ­ 
ply to the league’s communication 
was a summarization of steps ta k ­ 
en by this government under the 
neutrality law. To this was added 
a reiteration of America’s 
inten­ 
tion to remain uninvolved, and of 
its desire for an early halting of 
hostilities. 
In the lengthy note Hull said:

that war adversely 
affects every country, th at it may 
seriously endanger tho economic 
welfare of each, 
causes 
untold 
human misery, and even threatens 
the existence of civilization,

“The Consumer” Name 
of New Government 
Publication

Washington— A new 
baby 
in 
Uncle Sant’s flourishing family of 
government publications is 
just 
off the press. 
It is ‘‘The Consum­ 
er," dated mid-October and pro­ 
duced by the new consum ers’ di­ 
vision of the 
attenuated 
NRA, 
Walton H. Hamilton, director. 
It Is an interesting periodical. 
No. I. Vol. I Is Just a 20-page or 
less affair; but It contains some 
striking samples of Mr. 
Hamil­ 
to n ’s views on various questions. 
Since he enjoys also th e title of 
‘‘President’s adviser on consumer 
problems,” Mr. Hamilton’s views 
might be Important at 
a 
time 
when a projected general rise In 
the price of bread has set W ash­ 
ington somewhat by the ears. 
Reaction of Secretary Wallace 
to that proposal was of a n ature 
to suggest that he suspects origins 
of the bread boost Idea. 
His sta­ 
tisticians figured out th a t it was 
not Justified by rising prices 
of 
bread ingredients under AAA. He 
may believe politics had 
some­ 
thing to do with the bread price 
increase, although ho did not say 
so. 
Skilled W ordsmith* 
In any event, a chief counsel 
for the consumer at the presiden­ 
tial ear, Mr. Hamilton ought to be 
much in the picture in tho next 
few months. 
The old ‘‘high-cost- 
of-living” factor was beginning to 
get into the 
political 
situation 
even before the bread price arg u ­ 
ment started. 
It is a m a tte r that 
Mr. Roosevelt and his advisers are 
likely to find well on top of the 
pile on their 
desks 
when 
the 
President Is back in the 
White 
House. 
It is full of political dy­ 
namite. 
Mr. Hamilton and his consum­ 
er division aides do not touch on 
tile bread price matter in tho first 
issue of "The Consumer.” 
It is 
more of an Introductory number 
than anything else. 
It serves, 
however, to place its contributors 
on view, including Hamilton him ­ 
self, as skilled wordsmith*, 
not 
content with the mere routine of 
consumer activity reporting sug­ 
gested by “Consumer Notes." the 
publication "The C onsum er’’ suc­ 
ceeds. 
‘Only Casual Interest' 
In witness of that is a sample 
from the introductory. ‘‘We I.ay 
Down a Policy and Pick Up a Pro­ 
g ra m ” piece in “The Consum er.” 
It notes that the executive order 
creating the new consum ers’ di­ 
vision was made public July 20 
and adds: 
“ When a brisk girl with yellow 
hair carried the 
mimeographed 
lopies to the White House press 
room, news men showed only cas­ 
ual interest. Those who represent­ 
ed press associations hail 
to 
do 
something about it; they dictated 
brief bulletins for the wires. The 
rest hastily read the documents, 
then returned to their chess and 
their conversations.” 
Hamilton probably did not write 
that. 
There is so 
much 
about 
him, so much he has said to news 
men reprinted in that article that 
ordinary uses of modesty forbid ■ 
tim idea that he was th e author. 
Y'et Mr. Hamilton, as the row ov­ 
er rising food prices goes on, may 
he often at the White House. That 
shot at the attitude and diversions 
of the White House press room 
regulars does not promise him an 
enthusiastic press reception.

The devilment begins after 
midnight, and the later the hour 
the worse the devilment." 
E ffective Nov. 1ft 
T he I A. M. 
closing 
order, 
adopted recently by the Liquor 
Control Commission at the request 
of Governor Fitzgerald, becomes 
effective in the entire state Nov. 
15 under present arrangements. 
The governor has given munici­ 
palities the right to take "straw 
votes" on the earlier closing hour 
and has promised that the admtn- 
i.«yta.ti°n will follow the expressed 
.ttjPlfos of the voters. 
Dr. Harnly disclosed that his 
organization within a week or two 
will be ready to circulate peti­

FOR TOWERMEN 


Structure at Buck Hill 
Fire Tower Model 
for Others 


Munising, 
Ort. 
26.— During 
the last half decade or more the 
State of Michigan has built up a 
system of forest fire prevention 
which is hard to excel. 
T h r o u g h ­ 
out the upper peninsula the f o r­ 
ests are guarded by specially as­ 
signed men who spend th eir time 
scanning th e te rritory for small 
blazes or campfires which 
have 
been left burning. 
T h e federal 
government has also added g rea t­ 
ly to the value of this system by 
the construction of federal 
lire 
towers and the location of federal 
fire prevention men. 
The upper peninsula with 
its 
large area of forests and regions 
covered with dense growths of u n ­ 
derbrush is especially well g u a r d ­ 
ed bv these men. 
The loyalty of 
those men to their duty and 
the 
watchfulness, 
skill 
and 
speed 
which they show in locating 
and 
extinguishing the blazes mean the 
lives of many of out wild animals, 
the preservation of 
picnic 
and 
h unting grounds, and the co n tin ­ 
uation of growth of trees to aid in 
industry. 
In order to m aintain a c o n t in u ­ 
ous watchfulness for th e drea ded 
forest fire th e employees of the 
stat* governm ent must live durin g 
tho s u m m e r near the fire towers 
which are usually located a n u m ­ 
ber of miles from civilization. Us­ 
ually the men. fire warden and 
tow erm an live in a cabin or shack 
as the ease may he and sometimes 
for weeks when the weather is dry 
they do not come to town hut re­ 
main close to th e post of duty. 
Buck D in T ow er 
In Alger county tw enty miles 
east of the city is located the Buck 
Hill fire tower. 
The two men e m ­ 
ployed here for six su m m ers in­ 
habited a small delapidated shack 
which had been one of the build­ 
ings of a camp which had p e r­ 
formed logging operations at Buck 
Hill a n u m b e r of years b e f o r e . 1 
This s u m m e r it was found that 
tile cabin had reached an almost 
u ninhabitable 
stage 
so 
orders 
were given for th e construction 
of a new cabin. 
The state Civilian Conservation 
Corps cam p is located at Cusino, - 
not far from th** Buck Hill loca­ 
tion and from this cam p came the 
laborers who built the new cabin. 
Tile cabin is truly a 
wonderful 
piece of w o rk m a n sh ip 
especially 
when one considers th a t every bit 
of th e w ork done on the building' 
was by unskilled labor, by boys I 
who had hardly handled ca r p e n ­ 
ter's tools before. 
The main room 
is built of logs t w e l v e by 20 feet, 
stained a deep brown and a kitch ­ 
en of ten by twelve feet logs was 
also built.

I have just had occasion to o f­ 
ficiate at spaniel trials iii w hich 
dogs were required 
to 
re trie v e 
from water, the gam e being t a 
dead pigeon. 
Two p e rfo rm ed in 
o u tstan d in g m anner, and in a r u n ­ 
off heat, a hawk was used instead 
of the 
pigeon. 
The 
n a t u ra l l y 
trained dog refused to ta k e th e 
hawk in his mouth, hut th e force- 
broken dog did so. 
Van Hill, noted bird dog t r a i n ­ 
er, who is an ardent su p p o r te r of 
the force method, explains it th u s: 
“ Place the dog in a sitting p o s i­ 
tion. w ith a choke collar a r o u n d 
his neck so that th e le verage is 
u n d er his chin,” 
advises 
Hill. 
“ T ak e a short hold of the jaw 
with th e left hand, about 
four 
inches from th e collar, with one 
finger hooked into the choke. 
“ Hold a corn cob in th e rig h t 
hand level with the jaw and give 
the c o m m a n d ‘fetch,’ at the s a m e 
time d r a w in g the d o g s head to ­ 
ward th e coli with tile left hand.
